SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 19.— 
n investigation of charges that 
Southern Illinois truck operators 
have been induced to raise a fund 
of $6000 “to influence certain pub- 
lic officials in Missouri,” and thus 
avoid paying annual fees of $25 to 
$500, will be made by a subcommit- 
tee of the legislative Commission 
on Uniform Motor Vehicle Laws, to 


be appointed today. 
The subcommittee will be named 
Senator Louis J. Menges of East 
St. Louis, chairman of the commis- 
sion, which voted at a special meet- 
ing last night to proceed with the 
inquiry as suggested by him. 
Senator Menges said a group of 
the truck operators who told him 
they had contributed to the fund 
had requested an investigation. He 
promised a thorough inquiry, 
piinting out that the commission 
had the authority to subpena wit- 
nesses, and said the State Bureau 
of Investigation would be asked to 
assist if necessary.

ANDREWS FAVORS 
TIME-AND-HALF OFF 
FOR OVERTIME PAY 


Changes View as to Cash Re- 
quirement but Suggests 
Court Test. 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP).— 
Elmer F. Andrews, wage-hour ad- 
ministrator, says that overtime 
compensation required by the Fair 
Labor Standards Act may be paid 
with time and one-half off, instead 
of cash, to persons employed at reg- 
ular weekly or monthly salaries 
or wages. 

He expressed this view at a press 
conference yesterday. The act re- 
quires employers to compensate em- 
ployes at the rate of time and 
one-half for all hours worked in 
excess of 44 hours a week. 

The administrator, after giving 
his interpretation, said there was 
some question whether it was cor- 
rect. 

“It should be cleared up either 
by Congress or a court test,” he 
said. 

He recalled that he previously 
had decided that overtime should 
be paid in cash, But the statute, 
he explained, contained no specific 
prohibition against paying the com- 
pensation in time off at the time 
and one-half rate. 

Andrews said, however, that time 
off could not be used to compen- 
sate for overtime work of tempo- 
rary employes,

MEXICO CITY, April 19 (AP).— 
The bodies of Daniel S. Roosevelt, 
21 ‘years old, nephew of Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, and Bron- 
son Harriman (Peter) Rumsey, 22, 
of Sand’s Point, L. L, grandson of 
E. H, Harriman, the _ railroad 
builder, were recovered today from 
the Rumsey plane which crashed 
and burned near Guadalupe Victo- 
ria Village, Puebla, yesterday. It 
was reported the bodies were being 
brought here. 

Miss Carlotta Constantine, 21, 
daughter of Arthur Constantine, In- 
ternational News Service corre- 
spondent in Mexico, was in Puebla 
Hospital, Thrown 50 feet from the 
plane, she suffered a fracture of 
the left leg. One arm was burned; 
it was feared the other was broken. 
One shoulder was dislocated. She 
was reported resting well and able 
to talk with her mother, who 
went to her from Mexico City.

HALIFAX DENIES 
BRITAIN SEEKS T0 
ENCIRCLE’ AXIS 


Foreign Secretary Makes 
Conciliatory Speech in 
House of Lords, Intended 
for Hitler and Mussolini. 


AMBASSADOR TO 
RETURN TO BERLIN 


‘Millions Trust for Suc- 
cessful Outcome” of 


Roosevelt’s Appeal. 


LONDON, April 19 (AP).—Vis- 
count Halifax, Foreign Secretary, 
offered assurance today that Great 
Britain was not attempting a pol- 
icy of “encirclement” of the dicta- 
tor nations of the Rome-Berlin 
axis. 
In a conciliatory speech in the 
House of Lords, evidently intended 
to be heard by leaders of the axis, 
Halifax said: 
“As to the cry of encirclement, I 
would be prepared at any time to 
give a most solemn undertaking on 
the authority of the Government 
that no such idea would ever find 


a place in British policy.” 

Halifax also said that Sir Nevile 
Henderson, British Ambassador to 
Germany, would return to Berlin 
“in the ordinary way” when he had 
completed his report and period of 
leave, but he gave no further hint 
as to when the Ambassador, re- 
called to London March 17 “to re- 
port” after Chancellor Hitler’s ab- 
sorption of Czecho-Slovakia, actu- 
ally would return to his post. 
“What we all desire to see,” Lord 
Halifax said, “is a comprehensive 
system against aggression exclud- 
ing no.one. who will come in with 
us. .. . The internal political or- 
ganization of any country does not 
matter.” 


On Roosevelt’s Appeal. 
Referring to President Roose- 
velt’s appeal to Chancellor Hitler 
and Premier Mussolini for at least 
10 years of peace, the Foreign Sec- 
retary said:

Newspapers said of Gafencu’s 
conference with Von Ribbentrop 
that the “friendly talks revealed 
far-reaching consonance.” 

Meanwhile, as official sources 
denied rumors the Free City of 
Danzig would be handed to Hitler 
tomorrow as a present on his fif- 
tieth birthday, and as 25 warships 
of the German fleet steamed to- 
ward Spanish waters for spring

“The name of Adolf Hitler is a 
political program for the entire 
world,” Goebbels declared in a 
broadcast in which he summoned 
the nation to celebration of the 
Fuehrer’s birthday.

Hitler’s first official act on re- 
turning to Berlin yesterday was to 
mame the almost forgotten Franz 
von Papen as the Reich's new Am- 
bassador to Turkey to succeed 
Friedrich von Keller. 

Observers, seeing the appoint- 
ment as a move to counteract Brit- 
ish efforts to gain greater influ- 
ence in: Turkey, which controls the 
Bosphorus, key to the eastern en- 
trance to the Mediterranean from 
the Black Sea, noted the comment 
of the Fuehrer’s own mouthpiece, 
the Voelkischer Beobachter. 

“That he is now being dispatched 
to Ankara speaks for the value 
which the Fuehrer places upon the 
continuation of friendly relations 
between the young Reich and young 
Turkey,” the paper said. 

It was learned from a reliable

BUDAPEST, April 19 (AP). — 
Diplomatic sources said today that 
Yugoslavia appeared to be on the 
point of being drawn submissively 


into the influence of the Rome-Ber- 
lin axis, with the co-operation of 
Hungary. 

Budapest newspaper headlines 
announced “Hungarian - Yugoslav 
Rapprochement.” 

In diplomatic circles there was 
evidence of at least an impressive 
initial success by the axis in bring- 
ing Yugoslavia into its orbit be- 
cause of a friendly reference to 
that country by Premier Mussolini 
and Count Paul Teleky, Hungarian 
Premier, in their conversations in 
Rome. 

An Italian plan for direct co- 
operation with Yugoslavia was ex- 
pected to be preser:ted to Yugoslav 
Foreign Minister Alexander Cincar- 
Markovich when he meets Italian 
Foreign Minister Count Galeazzo 
Ciano in Venice, Saturday.

He said French relations with 
Nationalist Spain recently had been 
“considerably improved.” .He de- 
clared that Jose Lequerica, the 
Spanish Ambassador, had given as- 
Surances that the French Commu- 
nist Deputy, Charles Tillon, and the 
French Consul at Alicante would 
be released “without delay.” 

Spain Gives Assurance, 

France obtained assurances from 
Burgos, political informants said 
last night, that troop movements 
within Spain and to Spanish Moroc- 
co were aimed neither at France 
nor Britain, 

The Spanish Ambassador, Jose 
Felix Lequerica, told Bonnet, these 
sources said, that return of large 
forces of Moroccan troops to Span- 
ish Morocco was merely a step in 
post-war demobilization and, con- 
trary te reports in France, troops 
had not been sent to the border of 
French Morocco. 

Diplomatic sources reported that 
both the French and British were 
concerned over the movement of a 
German naval squadron into Span- 
ish waters.

Might Cut Supply Lines.

Mussolini, in a similar speech, re- 
affirmed a friendship which “unites 
the strength of each country in the 
defense of order and peace.” 

The exact nature of yesterday’s 
Italian-Hungarian conferences re- 
mained secret but observers’ in 
Rome assumed they touched on 
Hungary’s desire for growth like 
that of Italy and Germany. 

Hungary’s Main Claims. 

Having tasted of expansion by her 
absorption of Ruthenia (Carpatho- 
Ukraine) and part of Slovakia in 
the dismemberment of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Hungary’s main claims are 
centered now on Western Rumania 
and Northern Yugoslavia where lie 
territories once part of the Austro- 
Hungarian empire. 

The major business of the official 
visit to Rome of Teleky and Foreign 
Minister Stephen Csaky was be- 
lieved to have been concluded in a 
two-hour conference yesterday at 
Palazzo Venezia. The Hungarians 
talked with Mussolini and Foreign 
Minister Ciano. 

They were invited today to a min- 
eral exposition demonstrating prog- 
ress in the Fascist self-sufficiency 


of guarantees against aggression 
which Britain and France were 
building in Eastern and Southeast- 
ern Europe. 
It was supposed at Belgrade that 
Italy would attempt to capitalize 
on her recent conquest of Albania, 
Yugoslavia’s neighbor by continued 
friendly assurances to Yugoslavia.

CHUNGKING, China, April 19 
(AP).—Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek says that “under existing cir- 
cumstances peace is impossible” in 
the Chinese-Japanese war, now in 
its twenty-second month. 

“In less than 22 months Japan 
has been reduced to a second rate 
Power,” the Chinese leader told 
newspaper men yesterday. “The 
moment surely is coming when she 
no longer can bear the strain— 
then will the peace hope dawn.” 

Chiang said peace also would be 
possible if. Japanese militarists 
abandoned their “traditional, ag- 
gressive policy,” but if Japan “per- 
sists in her dream that the out- 
come of the war will be a new or- 
der in the Far East, then a perma- 
nent, pacific peace is impossible. 

“Any Chinese not an idiot or 
traitor concurs in this viewpoint.” 

Chiang repeated his determina- 
tion to continue the fight until Chi- 
nese national liberty and independ- 
ence were won.

Smyth vs. Ames, the 40-Year-Old Formula 
for Fixing Utility Values for Rate-Making 
Purposes, Again Comes Under Attack— 
Justice Frankfurter’s Views. 


WASHINGTON, April 19. 

HIEF JUSTICE HUGHES, in 
C one of his Columbia University 

lectures prior to his present 
term of service on the Supreme 
Court, referred to dissenting opin- 
ions as being often appeals to the 
“brooding spirit of the law.” Such 
were a number of the great dis- 
sents by the late Justice Holmes, 


law that has come to be the domi- 
nant philosophy in the Supreme 
Court. The notable opinion of Jus- 
tice Stone attacking the views of 
the majority in the AAA case was 
another example. Still another, of 
continuing importance, was the sep- 
arate concurrence by former Jus- 
tice Brandeis (joined by Holmes) 
in the court’s decision in the mem- 
orable Southwestern Bell Telephone 
rate case in 1923. 


It was in that case that the ma- 
jority of the court found in the an- 
cient rule of Smyth vs. Ames a rea- 
son for knocking out a telephone 
rate reduction ordered by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission of Muis- 
souri. The court held that the 
commission had not given due 
weight, as required by Smyth vs. 
Ames, to the replacement cost of 
the telephone company’s proper- 
ties. Justices Brandeis and Holmes 
concurred in the result, but not in 
the reasoning by which it was 
reached. 


Again in 1929, Smyth vs. Ames 
reached out of the dusty tomes of 
Supreme Court rulings to demolish 
the valuation formula applied by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in the famous O'Fallon case. 
Again the court held that the reg- 
ulatory commission had not taken 
proper account of what it would 
cost to reproduce the properties in 
question—this time the railroads of 
the United States. Justice Bran- 
deis gave a dissenting opinion in| 
which he was joined by Justices 
Holmes and Stone. Again he in- 
voked the “brooding spirit of the 
law” against Smyth vs. Ames. 

Smyth vs. Ames bobbed up again 
last Monday in a Pennsylvania 


utility rate case. It did not con- 
trol the decision of the court, which | 
went against the Edison Light and) 
Power Co., but it was cited in the 
court’s opinion as being the “clas- 
sical” doctrine on the rate-making 
subject. Justice Reed read the 
opinion, Though there was no dis- 
sent from the result, the reasoning 
of Justice Reed provoked a sharp 
retort from Justice Frankfurter, 
who was supported by Justice 
Black. 


Taking up the role of Justice 
Brandeis, the former Harvard pro- 
fessor trained his guns on Smyth} 
vs. Ames in a way that left no) 
doubt he will carry on the long 
fight for reversal. His opinion is 
noteworthy, too, as an example of 
the utter frankness with which the 
war of contending economic philoso- 
phies on the court is now being 
carried on. No pulling of punches 
on either side was discernible in 
the sheaf of decisions that came 
down on Monday. These decisions. 


incidentally, with the accompany- 


ing dissents and separate concur- 
rences, show with great clarity the 
present cleavage on the court on 
large economic issues. Not long 
ago in the majority, Justices Mc- 
Reynolds and Butler today stand 
isolated. 

To return to Smyth vs. Ames. The 
doctrine is now 40 years old. It is 
a curious and ironic fact that the 
“cost-of-reproduction” theory which 
forms an essential part of Smyth 
vs. Ames was first brought forward 
by William Jennings Bryan in an 
effort to beat down Tailroad rates. 
The railroads had been built at in- 
flated prices; Bryan contended that 
rates ought to be based not on the 
original cost of the roads, but on 
what it would cost to reproduce 
them. With the rise in commodity 
costs during and after the war, the 
theory which Bryan had urged in 
the public interest began to cut 
the other way. It was now the 
railroads and the other utilities that 
wanted their properties, for rate- 
making purposes, valued according 
to what it would cost to rebuild 
them. 

The magnitude of the issue was 
illustrated in the O'Fallon case, 
where it was shown that if the re- 
production theory were given full 
force and effect, the value of the 
railroads (as of 1929) would be 
more than doubled, or, as Justice 
Stone said, they would “have a 
value of $40,000,000,000 and we 
would arrive at the economic para- 
dox that the present value of the 
railroads is far in excess of any 
amount on which they could earn a 
return.” 

Smyth vs. Ames, and the decision 
of the Supreme Court which have 
stemmed from it, enumerate vari- 
ous factors to which due considera- 
tion must be given in the fixing of 
utility values for rate-making pur- 
poses. The decisions do not—of 
course, they cannot—fix the exact 
weight which must be assigned to 
several factors. Hence the endless 
confusion into which the whole 
business of rate-making has been 
plunged by judicial formula, or the 
lack of it. Justice Frankfurter 
states a patent fact when he says, 
quoting an opinion of Justice Brad- 


\ley of 50 years ago, that the un- 
|derlying issue is whether the ulti- 


mate arbiters of utility rates should 
be the courts, or commissions and 
legislatures, 

However that issue ought to be 
resolved, the fact seems clear, as 
the Justice says, that the “mori- 
bund” formula of Smyth vs. Ames 
is “useless as a guide for adjudica- 
tion” under present conditions. 
Various states, as he further points 
out, are seeking by other devices 
to find “fair means of accommo- 
dating public and private inter- 
ests.” 

Even in the opinion to which 
Justice Frankfurter objects, be- 
cause it appears to give “new vi- 
tality” to Smyth vs. Ames, the doc- 
trine is not clothed with the au- 
thority that it once enjoyed. It 
will not be surprising if ultimately 
it follows the doctrine of public 
employes’ tax immunities into the 
judicial waste-basket.

CONFERENCE URGES ROOSEVELT 
TO SET UP PAROLE COUNCIL 


Body Would Collect and Dissemi- 
nate Information, and Assist State 
Officials on Penal Problems. 

WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP).— 
Delegates to the National Parole 
Conference’ unanimously recom- 
mended yesterday that President 
Roosevelt create an advisory coun- 
cil on parole. 

The council would collect and dis- 
seminate information on all parole 
procedures throughout the country, 
study the question of Federal 
grants-in-aid, or other Federal 
means of improving parole, encour- 
age public education on the oper- 
ations of parole, and assist na- 
tional or regional organizations in 
promoting high standards of parole. 

Other recommendations adopted 
were: That legislation be enacted 
by states to remove parole officials 
from political influence; and that 
the American Law Institute, or 
some other organization, be asked 
to draft a model statute for con 
sideration by state legislatures. 


HOUSE COMMITTEE WORKS 
ON BILL TO BAR BERGDOLL 


Tentative Approval Given; Legisla- 
tion Being Rushed to Keep Draft 
Dodger Out of U. 8. 

WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP).— 
Members said today the House 
Military Committee, acting with 
unusual speed, had tentatively ap- 
proved legislation aimed at prevent- 
ing the return to this country of 
Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, World 
War draft dodger. 

The measure, introduced two 
days ago, was considered at a se- 
cret session and won immediate 
committee approval. Final action 
was deferred pending a formal re- 
port from the War Department. 

Bergdoll, who fled to Germany 
to evade military service against 
that country, has been reported to 
be planning to return to the Unit- 
ed States within the next week or 
10 days. 

The bill would prevent the read- 
mission to the United States of any 
person who deserted from the na- 
tion’s armed services and then fled

URGES RECALL OF 
JOSEPH P. KENNEDY 


Ex-Governor of Wisconsin 
Implies Efforts for Dem- 
ocracy Are Largely Nul- 
lified by Ambassador, 


NEW YORK, April 19 (AP).— 
Former Gov. Philip F. La Follette 
of Wisconsin, who returned re- 
cently from a tour of seven Eu- 
ropean countries, termed Nazi-ism 
the gravest foreign danger in 
America’s history and outlined a 
six-point attack against it, in an 
address last night before the Eco- 
nomic Club. 

He declared, however, that to 
attempt such an attack “in alliance 
with the present ruling forces of 
Britain and France” would subject 
the United States to “the gravest 
risks,” 

He added, “Speaking for myself 
alone, I do not hesitate to say that 
the President would perform a pub- 
lic service if he immediately re- 
called our Ambassador to Great 
Britain (Joseph P. Kennedy) and 
replaced him with the best Benja- 
min Franklin he can find.” 

La Follette said his use of the 
term “Nazi-ism”. applied to the 
Governments of both Germany and 
Italy. 

Praising Mr. Roosevelt’s peace 
appeal to Hitler and Mussolini as 
being “based on an honest effort 
to solve the underlying economic 
problems by peaceful discussion,” 
La Follette said, “there is no re- 
sponsible head of governments who 
has sensed more accurately than 
the President the danger of Nazi- 
ism.” 


La Follette’s Proposals. 

The policy outlined by La Fol- 
lette, follows in part: 

“First. Put our own house in 
order. Restore to every  able- 
bodied American the right to earn 
a decent living from useful work. 
By so doing we shall safeguard de- 
mocracy at home and take a big 
step toward undermining dictator- 
ship abroad. 

“Second. Re-define the Monroe 
Doctrine. Make it clear that we 
will not tolerate Nazi-ism in any 
form in any part of this hemi- 
sphere. 

“Third, Establish the closest 
economic and political relations 
with all the Americas, but especial- 
ly with our closest neighbors, Can- 
ada and Mexico. 

“Fourth. Encourage the forces 
that really believe in democracy 
not only in Britain and France but 
in Germany and Italy. Make cer- 
tain that our representatives abroad 
really believe in democracy.” 

At that point he suggested Ken- 
nedy’s recall, preceding his  sug- 
gestion with the remark that “elo- 
quent tributes to democracy here 
in America can be largely nullified 
if our representatives abroad by 
daily, public conduct support those 
forces in Europe least concerned 
about our democracy.” 

“Fifth. Give Nazi-ism a dose of 
its own medicine. Nazi-ism has 
meddiled flagrantly in the affairs 
of other countries and resorted to 
any device to weaken and under- 
mine those who oppose it. Nazi- 
ism must be smashed, but there is 
an excellent chance that it can be 
done without war. If war eventual- 
ly should come, every step taken to 
support democratic elements in 
Europe, including Germany and 
Italy, will shorten such a war im- 
measurably. 

“Sixth. We should hold off from 
entanglements in Europe until and 
unless it becomes unmistakably 
clear that the principles, ideals and 
vital interest of the American peo- 
ple are actually at issue.” 

_ Danger in, Alliance. 

In advocating wariness of a Brit- 
ish-French-American alliance, La 
Follette said: 

“We should recall two things: 

“First. Those who have dominated 

the Governments of France and 
Britain, and who put into practice 
the mistaken policies which had a 
large part in driving democracy 
out and put Nazi-ism into power in 
Germany. 
“Second. These cliques in France 
and Britain until recently never 
raised a finger to oppose Nazi-ism, 
and until four weeks ago were 
actually engaged in giving it aid 
and comfort.”

CIVIC GROUPS’ AID SOUGHT 
IN AUDIT FOR KANSAS CITY 


It’s Necessary But Funds Are Lack- 
ing, Mayor Says, in Mak- 
ing Suggestion. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo. April 19 
(AP).—Mayor Bryce B. Smith and 
Eugene C. Zachman, Acting City 
Manager, moved today to enlist 
civic groups in an audit of the 
city’s books. 

“The audit is an absolute neces- 
sity,” the Mayor said. “The city 
doesn’t have the money to pay for 
it.” He said he thought the audit 
should be sponsored by as wide a 
representation of civic interests as 
possible, and not by one or only a 
few groups. “The auditing firm 
must be of national reputation,” he 
said, “without any local entangle- 
ments whatever.” 

The Mayor said elimination of 
hundreds of unnecessary employes 
was necessary at a meeting with 
Zachman and 30 department heads. 
“The city hall has not been run 
right, or we wouldn't have so many 
employes and a big deficit,” said 
the Mayor.

(AP).—Connecticut, the last of the 
48 states to ratify the bill of rights, 
put its final stamp of approval to- 
day on the nation’s fundamental 
guarantees of liberty, which have 
been in the Constitution nearly 150 
years. The State Senate adopted a 
ratifying resolution. Similar action 
was taken by the House a week 
ago. 

Raymond E. Baldwin sent 
the Senate a special message, re- 
marking that Connecticut had its 
own bill of rights as far back as

Official Program for British 
Royal Visit Includes State 
Dinner, Day at Hyde 
Park. 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP).— 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt will 
meet King George and Queen Eliza- 
beth of Engiand at the railroad 
station when they arrive in Wash- 
ington on June 8. 

They will then ride with them in 
a motor procession to the White 
House where the royal pair will be 
guests during their two-day visit in 
the capital. 

The official program follows: 

“Wednesday, June 7: Their Maj- 
esties will enter the United States 
from Canada at Niagara Falls, New 
York State, late in the evening, 
where they will be received by an 
official reception committee (in- 
cluding Secretary of State Hull), 
and will proceed by train direct to 
Washington. 

“Thursday, June 8: Their Majes- 
ties will arrive about 11 a. m. at 
the Union Station, Washington, 
where they will be met by the 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt. The 
King and Queen and the President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt with their re- 
spective suites will motor in a pro- 
cession to the White House where 
the heads of mission of the diplo- 
matic corps will subsequently be 
received. After lunching privately 
at the White House, Their Majesties 
will attend a garden party at the 
British Embassy in the afternoon. 


In the evening, a state dinner, fol- 
lowed by a reception, will be given 
at the White House. 

“Friday, June 9; In the morning 
Their Majesties, accompanied by the 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt, will 
proceed to Mount Vernon by water 
on board the U. 8. 8S. Potomac, 
lunching en route. After luncheon, 
the King will lay a wreath on the 
tomb of George Washington. On 
leaving Mount Vernon the party 
will proceed by motor to Arlington 
Cemetery, where the King will lay 
a wreath on the tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier. Their Majesties and 
the President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
will thereafter return to the White 
House.

Serious Threat to Future 
of Policy of Better Rela- 
tions Among Americas, 
He Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt said today the 
enactment of amendments to the 
sugar bill proposed by Senator El- 
lender of Louisiana would be «4 


“serious threat. to the future of the 
policy of improved relationships” 
among American republics. 

In a letter to Chairman Jones of 
the House Committee on Agricul- 
ture, the President said Ellender’s 
proposals would undermine the Cu- 
ban trade agreement and would vi- 
olate the nation’s treaty obligations 
under the international sugar agree- 
ment approved Dec. 20, 1937. 

The Ellender bill, passed by the 
Senate and pending in Jones’ com- 
mittee, is designed to guard 
against possible reductions in acre- 
age planted to sugar cane, and, 
generally, would give sugar-produc- 
ing states a larger proportionate 
share of the total production than 
territories and possessions. 


Assails Sugar Lobbyists. 


The President, recalling that the 
Sugar Act was comparatively new, 
struck out at sugar lobbyists. 

“T am advised,” he said, “that 
only a year and a half after ex- 
haustive consideration by the Con- 
gress and the administration of the 
1937 legislation, the sugar lobbyists, 
who, in order to justify their em- 
ployment must be professionally 
dissatisfied under any conditions, 
are pressing for drastic amend- 
ments to the act which would dis- 
rupt the balance established in the 
existing legislation as between the 
opposing interests of the various 
groups concerned; they would 
further burden consumers for the 
additional benefit of producers, se- 
riously impair one of the principal 
markets for our export crops and 
establish discriminations among 
various parts of the United States.’ 

The President told Jones the Ag~

THE PRESIDENT ON WORLD TRADE. 

Secretary of State Hull is standing by his program 
of promoting world trade by means of reciprocity 
treaties, despite indications that President Roose- 
velt’s faith in the plan is waning. 

Mr. Hull, who is reported to have been deeply 
disappointed at the President’s sponsorship of the 
‘cotton export subsidy scheme, yesterday issued a 
statement pointing out the gains in trade which the 
United States has registered with countries with 
which reciprocal trade agreements have been negoti- 
ated. Then, to give his statement additional weight, 
‘he detailed the losses in trade which Germany has 
sustained with the same countries by resorting to 
barter methods. 

The State Department’s report by no means sup- 
ports the gloomy view of world trade to which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt recently gave expression. In view of 
the military aggression of the dictators, said the 
President, we must decide whether: (1) to become 
reconciled to the loss of our foreign markets and stop | 
foreign trade altogether; (2) to continue to compete 
for foreign trade and lower wages and living con- 
ditions in order to do so, or (3) to subsidize exports. 

It is possible, with some reservations, to do the 
first. We can stop foreign trade, except that we must 
carry on enough to enable us to import raw rub- 
ber, pig tin, tungsten, coffee and a few other essen- 
tials not available in this country. It seems incon- 
ceivable that the President is seriously proposing any 
such economic isolationism. 

It is possible, too, to subsidize exports. But export 
subsidies are necessary only to nations which ex- 
clude foreign goods by high tariffs. Export subsidies 
would mean that since we did not allow foreign.na- 
tions to sell to us and thereby get the dollar exchange 
with which to buy our goods, we were having to 
make them a partial gift of our products. 

That leaves us, according to the President, the al- 
ternative of lowering our wage scales and living 
standards in order to compete for foreign trade. This

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SHOULD 20,000 CHILDREN BE ADMITTED? 
Despite the economic hardships of our own citizens, 
Senator Wagner's proposal to admit 20,000 German 
refugee children into the United States in 1939 and 
1940, over and above quota restrictions, has received 
widespread support. It has been approved by such 
newspapers as the New York Herald Tribune and the 
Richmond Times-Dispatch, by ex-President Hoover, 
by Mrs. Calvin Coolidge, who thus breaks her rule 
of silence toward pending legislation; by Cardinal 
Mundelein and, in principle, by the CIO and AFL. 

The children to be admitted are all under the age 
of 14 and would thus offer no immediate competition 
in the labor market. It would be necessary for each 
to have sponsors—persons willing to receive and sup- 
port them, guaranteeing that they would not become 
public charges. Mrs. Coolidge, for instance, is a mem- 
ber of a group of Northampton (Mass.) women who 
wish to take 25 of the refugees. About half of the 
children are full-blooded Jews; the remaining half 
are Catholics or Protestants who may have had a 
non-Aryan grandparent or whose parents have in- 
curred the disfavor of ruling authorities In Germany. 

Other countries have already acted to provide 
homes for these unfortunate youngsters. Great 
Britain, waiving the usual entrance regulations, has 
taken 2800 and has made preparations to take 5000 
more. Holland, Belgium and France have opened 
their doors to others. Little Holland alone has ac- 
cepted 1700 children and has not yet closed the doors. 
None of these countries is as well able as our own to 
make places for the children. 

It is hardly necessary to point out that the condi- 
tion of the children is tragic in the extreme; the 
parents of many are in concentration camps or 80 re- 
duced in circumstances and so devoid of hope that 
they are willing to undergo the excruciating experi- 
ence of breaking up the family to permit. the young- 
sters to have a fair chance in life. 

No longer is this country open to the oppressed 
of all lands, as it once was, and the distress of many 
of our own people is great, Yet the case of these 
European children, reduced to poverty and cast 
adrift through no fault of their own, is a very spe- 
cial one. Among them there are no doubt some who 
will add luster to their adopted countries; and most 
of them will become useful citizens, passionately at-

COL. LINDBERGH’S NEW DUTY. 

The Government’s determination to perfect the 
national defense by bringing the Army Air Corps to 
high efficiency is highlighted by the recall of Col.

America’s present President and Congress 

will have spent just about the same 
amount as all their predecessors put to- 
gether, in the 125 years between the inaugu- 
ration of Washington and the beginning of 
the World War in 1914, including four good- 
sized wars during that time. 

There are, roughly, about 31,500,000 famli- 
lies in the United States. In the 10 years 
ending in 1930—the most prosperous period 
in the nation’s history—the average amount 
taken in taxes each year was about $275 
per family. In the past three years this av- 
erage has been about $416 for every family. 

This is merely the money taken from us, 
not the amount spent; a good deal more 
than this was spent and will have to be 
added to future taxes if the debt is grad- 
ually to be repaid. 

Our greater willingness to be taxed in 
recent years is shown even better by com- 
paring these total tax collections with our 
total income as a people, In the 10 years 
between 1922 and 1931, inclusive, about 12% 
per cent of our national income, as an an- 
nual average, was taken from us in taxes. 
In the past three years, about 20 per cent, 
as an average, has becn so taken. 

This, by the way, is about the same as 
the British Government takes from its peo- 
ple’s income for all government purposes, 
national and local. Many people imagine 
that as a people we are not so heavily taxed 
as the British; the mistake they make is 
that this simply used to be true. We now 
pay just as much per capita as the British 
in taxes, and as great a share of our na- 
tional income—around 20 per cent. 


In the fiscal year just about to end—on 
June 30—it is estimated that the average 
American family will have paid out in taxes 
no less than $420, and about $170 of this 
will have been taken by the Federal Govern- 
ment, But the Federal expenditures, at their 
present Himalayan plateau of nine and a 
half billion dollars, already come roughly to 
about $300 per family. Moreover, the least 
that ought to be done about the Federal 
debt, in common prudence, is to reduce it 
about one billion dollars a year. 

That would give us some leeway in case a 
genuine emergency—like another World 
War, in which we might be involved—comeés 
along in the next dozen years. These 
necessary extra debt-retirement payments 
of one billion dollars a year would amount 
roughly to another $30 more per family. 
Added to the $300 for present Federal ex- 
penditures, that makes $330 per family a 
year, 

There, then, are the two unbridged levels 
which really constitute the problem: about 
$170 now taken from the average family in 
taxes by the Federal Government and about 
$330—almost twice as much—that will have 
to be taken per family, in addition to local 
taxes, if Federal expenditures are to remain 
at their present level and if the debt is to 
begin to be slowly paid. 

The difference—$160 per family—can be 
conceived of as that cliff which has to be 
flattened out for safety’s sake; and, plainly, 
this feat of social engineering can be ac- 
complished only in one of two ways—either 
the Federal expeditures have to be lessened 
by around five billion dollars a year or the 
levei of willingly borne taxation must be 


raised by that huge sum. 


retirement to present expenditures of $9,500,- 
000,000 makes $10,500,000,000. The Federal 
tax collections in the year ending June 30 
will be about $5,250,000,000; the difference, 
over five billion dollars, can be found only 
by raising taxes, by decreasing expenses or 
by borrowing. 

When the Government, by excessive bor- 
rowing, reaches the point where lenders are 
fearful of relinquishing their present pur- 
chasing power to it, the system of perpetu- 
ally replacing old Government promises with 
new breaks down. This debacle is what 
is referred to by the term “breakdown of 
Government‘ credit,” which you often hear 
and only in the vaguest way understand. 

Needless to say, our own Government’s 
credit, as indicated by the money markets, 
is very, very far from that stage. What is 
more, it need never get to that stage unless 
we are incredibly careless. Nonetheless, we 
must all realize that the philosophy of deficit 
financing which has governed our national 
affairs for seven years inevitably carries the 
Government along the road to that stage. 


Such a course would inevitably undermine 
that vast interdependent debt structure by 
which our society keeps itself at its present 
standard of living. That is, those who ad- 
vocate an ever-increasing debt, even by im- 
plication, are in a sense modern Samsons. 

Without realizing it, the monetary posi- 
tion of these theorists is not far removed 
from that of canny Lenin at the outset of 
the Russian Revolution—“to let money 
achieve a sort of suicide,” as one writer has 
put it. Therefore, deliberately, as part of 
the technique of modern revolution, he print- 
ed rubles by billions of billions. 

Now, increasing the Federal debt ad in- 
finitum, even if slowly, is like printing pa- 
per money ad infinitum, with no gold or 
other precious metal behind it. 

The simple choice is between two courses. 
First, to continue the present activities of 
the Federal Government on their pres- 
ent scale, which will require annual ex- 
penditures of about $9,500,000,000; and, if 
this is the considered decision, we must be 
prepared without further groaning to pay, 
each family on the average, about $620 a 
year for the expenses of all government in 
this country, when present state and local 
expenses are added; this would retire only 
one billion dollars of debt a year. 

Or, as taxpayers, we can balk at paying 
much more for government—national, state 
and local—than we now do, which has been 
averaging about $416 per family. If this 
alternative is the decision, all the present 
activities of the Federal Government must 
be enormously lessened. 

Whichever of these two hard choices is 
ultimately accepted—or whatever combina- 
tion of them—no doubt there will be bitter 
battles among us, initiated principally by 
pressure groups and demagogues seeking to 
gain political power. But when it is seen 
that unmistakably all the future of the na- 
tion is at stake, perhaps even our various 
pressure groups can be rendered econom- 
ically literate.

Wise of 
New York, co-chairman of the 
United Jewish Appeal, which is at- 
tempting to raise $20,000,000 in this 
country for the relief of European 
refugees. 

This year’s quota for the St. Louis 
area is More than twice the $226,- 
700 obtained last year. Part of the 
fund will be used for the support 
of 23 Jewish welfare agencies which 
are not included in United Chari- 
ties. In addition, national and in- 
ternational Jewish organizations, 
including those giving direct aid to 
Jews in Central Europe, will share 
in the proceeds. The campaign 
will continue through May 15.

OQ of the highest paid business women in America has so success 


fully avoided the giare of publicity during her 30-year career that 

she is unknown except to a small circle of social and business ac- 
quaintances. She is Mrs. Lillian 8. Dodge, wife of Robert L. Dodge, a 

stained glass artist, and president of 
her own company, Harriet Hubbard 
Ayer, Inc., one of the largest cos- 
metic firms in the world. Her sal- 
ary for 1937 was $100,000. 

It is fitting that the woman whose 
business products appeal strictly to 
the feminine half of the universe, 
should be an ardent feminist, not in 
the militant but in the practical 
sense of the word. In her huge 
plant hard by the East River at 
823 East Thirty-fourtp street, she 
employs more and better paid wom-

She 
discarded the deuce! After seeing 
my partner was about an honor 
trick shy for the two no trump 
bid, I realized there would have 
to be some skull-duggery if the 
contract weren’t to be down two or 
three. So I hastily led the diamond 
five from dummy and East (with 
equal haste) dropped the _ three, 
which let my jack win. Two more 
diamond leads cleared the suit and 
gave us five diamond tricks for our 
book, 

“Next a low club was led from 
dummy and East followed with the 
five (dear old second-hand-low con- 
vention), upon which I tossed in 
the nine and, to my delight, it 
forced West’s ace. Thus, eventually, 
we cashed the spade ace and the 
king and queen of clubs for the ful- 
filling tricks. 

“The point is that East was 
licked before she started. Oppo- 
nents who were bidding so strong, 
and a partner who couldn’t over- 
call a one no trump response, no 
biddable suit in her hand, and only 
one-plus honor trick—she was re- 
signed to letting the opponents get 
vulnerable on the first hand, be- 
cause she ‘never holds any cards’ 
and her partner wasn’t strong 
enough to put in a bid. . 

“You think East doesn’t play bet- 
ter than average? Golly, you should 
see some of the average players. 
Worse, you should have to play with 
them! W. W., Illinois.” 

My correspondent’s point about 
“players who are licked before they 
start” is certainly well taken. We 
all have met many of this type. 
Incidentally, there can be nothing 
more maddening than to have to 
play for any length of time with a 
partner who lacks the fighting spir- 
it. I don’t claim any great affec- 
tion for players who take me down 
‘thousands of points in their effort 
ito prove that they aren’t sissies, 
‘but I wonder whether even these 
are not preferable to the spineless 
type. 

“Mere pessimism,” however, can- 
not explain the fact that East 
played the wrong card virtually ev- 
ery time it was her turn to fol- 
low suit.

The Prevention 


Of Deafness is 
Aim of Science 


Report Based on 15-Year 
Study Points Out Method 
of Procedure.

N impressive report on the pre- 
A cention of deafness has just 


been published. It is impressive 
because it is based on ai study 
which has been carried on for 15 
years, because it has behind it the 
authority of Johns Hopkins Medi- 
eal School, and finally because it 
points out a constructive method 
of procedure in order to prevent 
deafness. 

In a laboratory established in 
1924 there have been accumulated a 
record of 15,000 tests with follow- 
‘up observations. 
| By means of aydiometers, such as 
|have been devised by the Bell Tele- 
iphone Laboratories, very accurate 
tests which detect the hearing reac- 
‘tions to sound vibrations of from 
32 to 16334 have been made. 

As the studies progressed it be- 
came evident that impaired hear 
ing for high tones is extremely 
common in children as well as 
adults. The classic teaching has al- 
ways been that “impaired hearing 


for high tones with good hearing 


for low tones” means an inner ear 
disease. But the frequency with 
which this condition was found, 
especially in children, caused some 
doubts to be thrown on this sug- 


‘gestion. 
These doubts were increased 
when some of the children, after 


removal of the tonsils and adenoids, 
regained their hearing for high 
tones. In others, jong after tonsils

guise of a news reporter to con 
duct propaganda against a move 
ment for a municipal electric plan 
in St. Charles which is now serve: 
with electricity by Union Electric.

The Law in the Case. 

The Missouri Corrupt Practices 
Statute (section 10,478, Revised 
Statutes of 1929) makes it unlaw- 
ful for corporations to attempt to 
influence the results of elections or 
to endeavor to procure the election 
of any person or persons by the 
use of money, directly or indirectly, 
or to contribute to the campaign 
funds of any individual or party. 
The statute provides that as a pen- 
alty for violation the Circuit Court 
may adjudge the charter of a guilty 
corporation to be forfeited and may 
enjoin the corporation from trans- 
acting any business in the State 
Besides asking for the forfeiture o 
the company’s charter, Dyer’s peti- 
tion also asks that the corporation 
be enjoined from doing business in 
the State. This would not prevent 
the operation of utility properties 
owned by the company, under or- 
ders of the court.
